Federer's Wimbledon 
victory a windfall for 
Oxfam 


The British charity Oxfam 
has won more than £100,000 
($155,000, 126,000 euros) 
thanks to Roger Federer’s vic¬ 
tory at Wimbledon after being 
left a bet in a gambler’s will. 

Tennis lover Nick 
Newlife, from Oxford, south¬ 
ern England, placed a bet of 
£1,520 at odds of 66 to 1 al¬ 
most ten years ago with book¬ 
makers William Hill on 
Federer winning seven or 
more Wimbledon titles. 

But Newlife died in 2009 
and left his entire estate — in¬ 
cluding the 2003 betting slip — 
to Oxfam, which provides 
emergency and development 
aid around the world. The char¬ 
ity can now collect £101,840. 

Federer beat Britain's Andy 
Murray 4-6, 7-5, 6-3, 6-4 Sun¬ 
day to join Pete Sampras and 
William Renshaw as a seven¬ 
time Wimbledon champion 
and rack up his 17th Grand 
Slam win. 

Despite most of Britain 
rooting for Murray, who was 
bidding to become the first 
British Wimbledon men's 
champion for 76 years, Oxfam 
said its staff were backing the 
Swiss tennis star in the hope of 



securing the giant windfall. 

"All of Oxfam have been 
cheering Federer's progress for 
the past couple of weeks," said 
Oxfam's Andrew Barton. 

"The real hero, though, 
must be Mr Newlife, for his 
generous gift and his tremen¬ 
dous sporting acumen." 

Oxfam, which earlier 
picked up £16,750 from an¬ 
other bet by Newlife that Fed¬ 
erer would win 14 Grand Slam 
events, hopes the donations 
will inspire others to give. 

It said the latest payout was 
enough to provide a month's 
worth of food for 10,000 peo¬ 
ple hit by the food crisis in 
west Africa, where millions are 
affected by a drought in the 
Sahel region.

New policy with respect to Fishermen negotiate acceptable 
the obligatory submission solution 



ofCWA 

ORANJESTAD - The Minis¬ 
ter of Tourism, Transport & 
Labor hereby informs all em¬ 
ployers concerning a new pol¬ 
icy which takes effect as of 
today. This new policy has to 
do with the obligatory sub¬ 
mission of a Collective Work¬ 
ing Agreement (CWA) which 
relates to both parties in con¬ 
formity with article 23 of the 
decree “Ordenanza Contracto- 
nan Colectivo” (AB 1987, GT 

9). 

In conformity with the ar¬ 
ticle mentioned above, both 
parties involved in the signing 
of a CWA are obliged to sub¬ 
mit an authentic copy of the 
CWA to the Minister of Labor. 
This obligation is valid also in 
the event there were changes 
made to an existing CWA. It 
is also imperative to inform 
the Minister in writing, as 
soon as possible, when a 
CWA has been terminated or 
has been prolonged. With ref¬ 
erence to this obligation, the 
Minister has announced a new 
policy. 

From now on, only the 
company involved in a CWA 
is required to submit an au¬ 
thentic copy of the new CWA 
or of the amended CWA. This 
must be submitted in dupli¬ 
cate and in digital format to 


the Department of Labor and 
Investigation and no longer to 
the Minister of Labor. These 
documents must be submitted 
within one week after the 
signing of such an agreement 
or after the adaptations of a 
CWA to the Department t of 
Labor. 

Every page of the authentic 
copy (in duplicate) must be 
initialized and signed by the 
authorized persons. The digi¬ 
tal copy must be sent to: direc- 
tiearbeid@aruba.gov.aw and 
to yvonne.perez@aruba.gov. 
aw. The company in question 
must notify the Department of 
Labor and Investigation, in 
writing, within one week after 
signing or terminating a CWA 
or after prolonging its dura¬ 
tion. 

For any further informa¬ 
tion or questions, please call 
583-7720 ext. 228 (Yvonne 
Lee-Perez) or ext 225 (Sha- 
ruska den Dunnen-Dabian, or 
ext 237 (Gwendy Kock). 

The Minister expects this 
new policy to result in a cen¬ 
tral registration, central man¬ 
agement and digitalization of 
all valid Collective Working 
Agreements. 

Data from these CWA’s 
will be used for management 
and research purposes. 


Last Friday, Minister Oduber, 
Chief of Police Dolfi Richard¬ 
son and the Fundacion Hadicu- 
rari, met with fishermen to 
deal with an unpleasant situa¬ 
tion which occurred between 
them and the local police. 

Police Chief Richardson 
explained the situation to the 
fishermen where the Police in 
the course of applying the law 
regarding the illegal parking 
on the beach encountered an 
unpleasant reaction from fish¬ 
ermen. A few fishermen re¬ 
ceived traffic citations which 
they protested against. They 
complained to the Minister 
about the situation, who in turn 
called for an immediate mee¬ 
ting to evaluate the situation 
and to explain the law that the 


police must enforce. 

After the meeting, it was 
accorded that the police will 
allow fishermen to load and 
unload their boats on the 
beach, although a special legal 
exemption would be required 
to allow this. They will allow 
fishermen an allotted time pe¬ 
riod to procure said legal ex¬ 
emption and once that is in 
order they would be allowed to 
load and unload their boats 
without any problem. 

The Minister indicated that, 
indeed, the police must carry 
out their duties which we must 
all respect. However, in con¬ 
versation with the Chief of Po¬ 
lice, he indicated that the 
practice of the fishermen was 
an old one that had been tole¬ 


rated or overlooked for many 
years and that it would be help¬ 
ful to find a transitory solution 
that would not adversely affect 
our fishermen. 

Police Chief Richardson 
was immediately open for a 
potential solution; hence this 
meeting was called with the 
fishermen that very same day 
at 11:30am to try and resolve 
the situation. It was no one’s 
intention to in any way jeop¬ 
ardize the work of the fisher¬ 
men, for this reason it was so 
easy to come up with a solu¬ 
tion that was acceptable to all 
parties and still uphold the 
law. 

Juan Kelly, speaking on be¬ 
half of fellow fishermen stated 
that they are happy that they 
were able to resolve the prob¬ 
lem in such a positive manner.

Russian official sacked 


Obama frames tax breaks as key 
election issue 


over slack flood response 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pre¬ 
sident Barack Obama drew 
sharp election battle lines be¬ 
tween himself and rival Re¬ 
publicans yesterday by 
pressing Congress to maintain 
tax breaks for most US fami¬ 
lies but end them for the 
wealthy. 

"We don't need more top- 
down economics. We have 
tried that theory. We have seen 
what happens," Obama said in 
a White House speech remin¬ 
ding voters of the trillion-dol- 
lar tax breaks instituted during 
president George W. Bush's 
administration that "benefited 
the wealthiest Americans" 
more than others. 

"That is why I believe that 
it is time to let the tax cuts for 
the wealthiest Americans — 
folks like myself — expire," he 
added. 

"I'm not proposing anything 
radical here. I just believe that 
anybody making over 
$250,000 a year should go 
back to the income tax rates we 
were paying under president 
Bill Clinton, back when the 
economy created nearly 23 
million new jobs, and the 
biggest budget surplus in his¬ 
tory." 

With Bush-era tax cuts set 


to expire at the end of 2012, 
taxes will rise for virtually all 
US households if Congress 
does not pass new legislation. 

Obama gave his remarks 
amid a fierce 2012 campaign 
in which his strategy for bring¬ 
ing the economy into fuller 
throttle in the aftermath of a 
devastating recession differs 
sharply from that of his Repub¬ 
lican adversary Mitt Romney. 

Taxes will play a crucial 
role in November, and Obama 
acknowledged as much yester¬ 
day. 

"In many ways the fate of 
the tax cut for the wealthiest 
Americans will be decided by 
the outcome of the next elec¬ 
tion," he said. 

"My opponent will fight to 
keep them in place, and I will 
fight to end them. But that ar¬ 
gument shouldn't threaten 
you," Obama added, sugges¬ 
ting Democrats and Republi¬ 
cans should work together now 
to extend the tax cuts for some 
98 percent of Americans. 

Such a move would be un¬ 
likely in the Republican-con- 
trolled House unless it was part 
of broader legislation to extend 
all the tax breaks. 

Republicans have made the 
argument for months that Con¬ 


gress should approve a full ex¬ 
tension, and use 2013 as an op¬ 
portunity to focus on 
comprehensive tax reform out¬ 
side the furnace of election- 
year politics. 

"Many members of the other 
party believe that prosperity 
comes from the top down, so 
that if we spend trillions more 
on tax cuts for the wealthiest 
Americans, that that will some¬ 
how unleash jobs and economic 
growth," Obama said. 

"I disagree. I think that they 
are wrong. I believe that our 
prosperity has come from the 
economy that is built on a 
strong and growing middle- 
class." 


KRYMSK (AFP) - The first 
head rolled yesterday over 
the floods in southern Russia 
that killed at least 171 people 
as the authorities blamed 
local officials for failing to 
warn locals in time of the 
looming calamity. 

In the worst-hit town of 
Krymsk where most of the 
deaths occurred, the locals' 
anger at the authorities did 
not subside over lack of in¬ 
formation and help as the first 
victims were laid to rest in a 
nearby cemetery. 

Yesterday was also a day 
of mourning for those killed 
by the country's worst flood¬ 
ing disaster of recent history, 
with flags flying at half-mast 
over the Kremlin and enter¬ 
tainment programs shelved 


on national television. 

The region's governor 
Alexander Tkachev at¬ 
tempted to moderate public 
fury yesterday by firing the 
head of Krymsk district, ac¬ 
cusing him of failing to carry 
out responsibilities in a crisis. 

Initially he was quoted by 
his press service as saying 
that the Krymsk mayor was 
also fired, however his quote 
was later modified on the 
Krasnodar region administra¬ 
tion website, explaining it 
only as a "technical mistake". 

"It has been proven that 
the (Krymsk) district officials 
received a flood warning at 
least three hours before it 
began," Tkachev said at a 
meeting. 


Repairs could shutter Washington 
Monument til 2014 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
pairs to the Washington Mon¬ 
ument, damaged in last 
summer's earthquake in the 
eastern United States, could 
see it kept closed to the pub¬ 
lic until 2014, the National 
Park Service said yesterday. 

The 555-foot (169.3- 
meter) landmark is to be 
shrouded in scaffolding from 
top to bottom for the esti¬ 
mated $15 million project 


that should get underway in 
September, spokeswoman 
Carol Johnson told AFP. 

Completed in 1884, the 
marble-and-granite Washing¬ 
ton Monument welcomed 
more than 450,000 visitors a 
year before the earthquake 
hit. It sustained cracks 
throughout, but its overall 
structural integrity remained 
intact.

UN agency: 30% of fish 
stocks overexploited 


ROME (AFP) - Almost 30 per¬ 
cent of fish stocks monitored 
by the UN’s food agency are 
overexploited, undermining 
the crucial role sustainable 
fisheries play in providing 
food and jobs for millions, a 
report said yesterday. 

’’Many of the marine fish 
stocks monitored by FAO re¬ 
main under great pressure," the 
Rome-based Food and Agri¬ 
culture Organisation (FAO) 
said in a statement accompa¬ 
nying its 2012 report on world 
fisheries. 

"Almost 30 percent of these 
fish stocks are overexploited," 
said the agency, which is urg¬ 
ing governments to make 
every effort to support sustain¬ 
able fisheries around the world 
and rebuild overexploited 
stocks. 

"Overexploitation not only 
causes negative ecological 
consequences, but it also re¬ 
duces fish production, which 
leads to negative social and 
economic consequences," the 
report said. 


The sector produced a 
record 128 million tons of fish 
for human food in 2012 
through fisheries which pro¬ 
vide a source of income for 55 
million people. 

"Fisheries and aquaculture 
play a vital role in the global, 
national and rural economy," 
said FAO head Jose Graziano 
da Silva. "The livelihoods of 
12 percent of the world's po¬ 
pulation depend directly or in¬ 
directly on them." 

But the sector faces an 
array of problems, including 
poor governance, weak fish¬ 
eries management regimes, 
conflicts over the use of natu¬ 
ral resources and the persistent 
use of poor fishery and aqua¬ 
culture practices, the report 
said. 

"It is further undermined by 
a failure to incorporate priori¬ 
ties and rights of small-scale 
fishing communities and the 
injustices relating to gender 
discrimination and child 
labour," said Arni Mathiesen, 
FAO's Fisheries head. 


Europe backs 
Airbus aid 
against fresh 
US attack 

FARNBOROUGH (AFP) - 
Britain, France, Germany 
and Spain insisted yesterday 
that they would continue to 
offer subsidies to the Euro¬ 
pean planemaker Airbus de¬ 
spite renewed US 
opposition. 

At a press conference 
held at the Farnborough air- 
show and attended by Euro¬ 
pean ministers, the quartet 
delivered a statement that 
said "the WTO (World Trade 
Organization) appeal process 
had confirmed that the mech¬ 
anisms of Repayable Launch 
(subsidies program) invest¬ 
ment offered by European 
nations were not incompati¬ 
ble with WTO rules." 

It added: "Ministers are 
looking for assurances that 
the United States will com¬ 
ply with the WTO appeal." 

The quartet also hailed 
Airbus' recent announcement 
to build its first ever manu¬ 
facturing plant in the United 
States, home of arch rival 
Boeing - a company that 
benefits from substantial US 
government subsidies of it 
own. 

Airbus and Boeing earlier 
this month traded stinging 
barbs over the controversial 
state support for aircraft de¬ 
velopment, accusing each 
other of bending the rules. 

Airbus was first out of the 
blocks, rejecting claims by 
its arch-rival that it had 
caused job losses in the 
United States, arguing that 
Boeing itself was responsible 
for destroying employment. 

Boeing responded in 
kind, charging Airbus with 
getting six times the govern¬ 
ment subsidies it had re¬ 
ceived.

BEIJING (AFP) - Twelve fac¬ 
tories in eastern China were 
closed down after children liv¬ 
ing nearby were found to have 
high levels of lead in their 
blood, state press reported 
Monday. 

While local authorities 
sought to downplay the signif¬ 
icance of the shutdown, it is 
the latest in a string of inci¬ 
dents to highlight the increas¬ 


ing environ¬ 
mental and 
health costs of 
rampant eco¬ 
nomic develop¬ 
ment across 
China. 

’’All 12 facto¬ 
ries, related to 
metals, chemi¬ 
cals and recy¬ 
cled paper, have 
been halted for 
investigation,” 
the government 
of Jian city said 
in a statement 
carried in the 
state-run press on Monday. 

The controversy surfaced 
when a boy living near the in¬ 
dustrial park containing the 
factories was found last month 
to have higher-than-normal 
levels of lead in his blood, the 
China Youth Daily reported. 

After a further 15 children 
were discovered to have ex¬ 
cess lead levels, worried par¬ 
ents lobbied local authorities 


to close the factories, accord¬ 
ing to the report. 

Prolonged exposure to lead 
can cause nausea and pain 
within the body, and may dam¬ 
age the heart and kidneys and 
harm fertility, according to the 
US Center for Disease Con¬ 
trol. 

While the government 
bowed to community pressure 
in closing the factories, the 
Jian city government said 
there was no evidence to show 
lead had leached out of the in¬ 
dustrial park. 

It added that the factories 
had only been closed tem¬ 
porarily. 

Grassroots environmental 
activism is growing in China, 
with protests against polluting 
industries occurring frequently 
across the country. 

Violent protests last week 
by thousands of people in the 
southwestern city of Shifang 
forced authorities there to can¬ 
cel plans for a $1.6 billion 
heavy metals plant.

Laws that criminalize 
gays hurt HIV treatment 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Faws that criminalize gay be¬ 
havior are among a host of 
legal tangles that waste re¬ 
sources and hinder an effective 
response to HIV/AIDS world¬ 
wide, an independent commis¬ 
sion reported on Monday. 

The report by the Global 
Commission on HIV and the 
Faw also pointed to laws that 
make sex work a crime, laws 
that prevent interventions with 
injecting drug workers, and 
legislation that denies youths 
access to sex education. 

The commission is made up 
of former heads of state and 
top global experts in the 
human immunodeficiency 
virus, which has infected 35 
million people worldwide. The 
panel is supported by the 
United Nations Development 
Program. 

Its report is based on ’’ex¬ 


tensive research and first-hand 
accounts from more than 
1,000 people in 140 coun¬ 
tries,” the commission said in 
a statement. 

Other key woes include 
laws and customs that deny 
the rights of women and girls, 
from genital mutilation to de¬ 
nial of property rights to al¬ 
lowing marital rape, because 
such practices can undermine 
their ability to negotiate safe 
sex. 

More than 60 countries 
make it a crime to expose an¬ 
other person to HIV, which 
can discourage people who 
think they may be infected 
from getting tested to find out 
their status. 

In addition, complicated in¬ 
tellectual property restrictions 
can make it impossible to pro¬ 
vide low-cost AIDS drugs to 
people in need. 


78 TB cases at Tokyo elderly 
care hospital 


TOKYO (AFP) - The Tokyo 
Metropolitan Government said 
Monday 78 patients and staff 
at an elderly care center had 
contracted tuberculosis (TB), 
including three people who 
died, a report said. 

A follow-up study by the 
local public health center 
found a total of 78 infections 
in the wing, Jiji said without 
giving a breakdown of how 
many of them were patients 
and staff. 


Of those, three people have 
died, including a man in his 
60s who was one of the two 
original TB patients, the report 
said. 

The infections might have 
spread as the man, who died in 
April, was seen walking 
around the wing and spitting 
on people, according to the re¬ 
port. 

It was not immediately 
clear whether the two other 
deaths were directly related to 
tuberculosis, Jiji said.

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Apple loses British suit 
over Samsung Galaxy 
Tab 


South Korea's Samsung won a 
patent battle Monday against 
US rival Apple, with a British 
judge ruling that Samsung's 
Galaxy tablet was not "cool" 
enough to be confused with 
Apple's iPad. 

Britain's high court ruled 
that the Galaxy tablet made by 
Samsung, the world's largest 
electronics company, did not 
infringe Apple's registered de¬ 
sign and that consumers were 
not likely to confuse it with the 
iPad tablet. 

"They do not have the same 
understated and extreme sim¬ 
plicity which is possessed by 
the Apple design," Judge Colin 
Birss said in his ruling. 

He added that the Samsung 
tablet is much thinner than the 
iPad, with "unusual details on 
the back", and gave Apple 21 
days to appeal against the de¬ 


cision. 

The iPad holds around 65 
percent of the burgeoning 
global tablet computer market, 
with the Samsung Galaxy 
making up around 6 percent of 
global sales, according to re¬ 
searchers ABI and IHS. 

A Samsung spokeswoman 
welcomed the judgment and 
warned its rival against further 
legal action. 

An Apple spokesman in¬ 
sisted that the Samsung had 
stolen designs from the US 
giant but declined to say 
whether the firm would be ap¬ 
pealing against the ruling. 

Apple and Samsung are en¬ 
gaged in a slew of patent suits 
against each other in interna¬ 
tional courts, with both com¬ 
panies vying for a bigger stake 
of the smartphone and tablet 
markets.

While phenom¬ 
ena that occur at the ends of stars’ lives are often quite 
irregular and unstable (see for example Hubble’s images 
of Eta Carinae, potw1208a), the shell of gas expelled from 
U Cam is almost perfectly spherical. The image was pro¬ 
duced with the High Resolution Channel of the Advanced 
Camera for Surveys.

85% of 'Coral Triangle' reefs at risk 



More than 85 percent of reefs 
in Asia's "Coral Triangle" are 
directly threatened by human 
activities such as coastal de¬ 
velopment, pollution, and 
overfishing, a new report 
warned on Monday. 

Launched at the Interna¬ 
tional Coral Reef Sympo¬ 
sium in Cairns, it said the 
threat was substantially more 
than the global average of 60 
percent and urged greater ef¬ 
forts to reduce destructive 
fishing and run-off from 
land. 

The Coral Triangle covers 
Indonesia, Malaysia, Papua 
New Guinea, the Philippines, 
The Solomon Islands, and 
East Timor and contains 
nearly 30 percent of the 
world's reefs and more than 
3,000 species of fish.

More than 130 million 
people living in the region 
rely on reef ecosystems for 
food, employment, and rev¬ 
enue from tourism, according 
to "Reefs at Risk Revisited in 
the Coral Triangle". 

The International Coral 
Reef Symposium, held every 
four years, has attracted more 
than 2,000 scientists from 80 
countries to present the latest 


advances in coral reef conser¬ 
vation. 

The report by the World 
Resources Institute, in collab¬ 
oration with environmental 
groups WWF, The Nature 
Conservancy and Conserva¬ 
tion International, will be 
used by the six countries to 
develop their management of 
the reefs.

ECB chief: 'Euro is here 
to stay' 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The head 
of the European Central Bank 
pledged yesterday to do every¬ 
thing needed to preserve the 
embattled single currency, 
vowing the ’’euro is here to 
stay" and downplaying current 
market turmoil. 

Speaking at the European 
Parliament in Brussels, Mario 
Draghi stressed: "The euro is 
here to stay and the euro area 
will take the necessary steps to 
ensure that." 

"Why then do we still have 
tensions in a number of market 
segments? Let me first stress 
that a lot has been done at 
country as well as euro area 
level in terms of economic re¬ 
forms and governance. But we 
need full implementation," he 
explained. 

Draghi called for the euro¬ 
zone to "move towards a fur¬ 
ther sharing of sovereignty in 
the fiscal, financial and eco¬ 
nomic domains." 

Following a cut in interest 
rates to a historic low of 0.75 
percent on Thursday, Draghi 
insisted that the current market 
conditions were not as bad as 
six months ago. 

"I have said many times that 
if you compare today’s world 
with six months ago .. when we 
were at the closest to a major 


credit accident... the world is a 
completely different one," he 
told European deputies. 

Draghi reiterated the ECB's 
view was that there would be a 
"weakening of growth and 
heightened uncertainty" in the 
second quarter of 2012. 

Nevertheless, he said that 
further ahead, he expected the 
euro area to "recover gradu¬ 
ally, albeit with dampened mo¬ 
mentum." 

Striking a broadly opti¬ 
mistic tone, the central bank 
chief singled out most crisis- 
hit governments — notably Ire¬ 
land and Portugal — for 
progress in their reforms. 

"Increasingly, national po¬ 
licymakers make the case for 
reform strongly," he said. 

But Draghi told deputies 
that for the eurozone to work, 
individual countries within the 
bloc would have to cede more 
responsibility to the suprana¬ 
tional level."Sharing of sover¬ 
eignty is essential... there is no 
way out," he said. 

Quizzed about ways to pool 
debt to ease spiralling borrow¬ 
ing costs, Draghi welcomed 
the idea of a common debt re¬ 
demption fund as "intelligent" 
but stressed it must come at the 
end of a long process of Euro¬ 
pean integration.

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OECD: Advanced economies, China 
signal slowing activity 


PARIS (AFP) - Advanced 
economies are slowing down, 
and China is slowing even 
faster, the OECD warned yes¬ 
terday on the basis of leading 
indicators. 

The eurozone is again sen¬ 
ding signals of below-trend 
growth, as are Germany and 
France, Britain which is not in 


the eurozone, and Canada. 

"In Italy, the composite 
leading indicators point more 
strongly to a slowdown," the 
OECD said. 

The indicators for the 
United States, Japan and Russia 
are above the long-term trend 
but again point to slowdown, 
notably in Russia, the Organi¬ 


sation for Economic Coopera¬ 
tion and Development said. 

The indicators are regarded 
as a reliable guide to turning 
points in economic activity, 
and the OECD said that for 
China and India, they pointed 
"strongly to a slowdown with 
economic activity falling 
below long-term trend." 


PepsiCo enters US yogurt market

siCo said yesterday it will 
enter the fast-growing US yo¬ 
gurt market this month, team¬ 
ing up with a German dairy 
company to introduce pre¬ 
mium European products. 

PepsiCo, the US maker of 
Pepsi-Cola, Frito-Lay chips 
and Quaker Oaks granola bars, 


Low expectations 
for US corporate 
earnings 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - The 
US corporate earnings season 
kicked off yesterday with an¬ 
alysts expecting lackluster 
profits that would underscore 
misgivings about the state of 
the broader global economy. 

As Alcoa — the first Dow 
member out of the gate — 
posted a loss of $2 million for 
the second quarter, Wall 
Street analysts expected a 
one percent fall in profits 
from the largest 500 firms, 
according to an S&P Capital 
IQ survey. 

A now-familiar cocktail of 
global malaise is responsible 
for the glumness: Europe’s 
ongoing debt and growth cri¬ 
sis, a slowdown in China and 
a pitiful US domestic picture. 

Consumer stocks like Wal- 
Mart were expected to be hit 
by a murky jobs outlook and 
stagnant US customer spend¬ 
ing, which accounts for 
around 70 percent of US eco¬ 
nomic activity.

meet historic US consumer de¬ 
mand for premium yogurt." 

Khan said the new brand 
line will offer US consumers a 
range of products, including 
Greek-style yogurt, that "are 
unlike anything on the market 
currently."

Quaker Dairy, is set to enter 
the premium yogurt sector in 
mid-July in the Northeast and 
middle-Atlantic states. 

PepsiCo said it saw strong 
growth potential in the US 
market, which has lagged be¬ 
hind other regions, especially 
Europe, in variety and innova¬ 
tion in dairy products. 

US consumption of yogurt 
and other value-added dairy 
products is generally less than 
half that of Europe, the Pur¬ 
chase, New York-based firm 
said, citing Euromonitor 2011 
data.

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Olympics: 

India plots to 
medal record 


erase dire

NEW DELHI (AFP) - With 1.2 
billion people and a rapidly 
growing economy, India 
should be an emerging 
Olympic powerhouse — yet it 
was delighted with a meagre 
haul of just one gold and two 
bronzes at Beijing 2008. 

The gold medal, won by Ab¬ 
hinav Bindra in the men's 10- 
metre air rifle, was the 
country's first-ever individual 
success, and it triggered na¬ 
tionwide celebrations. 

Now India's coaches are 
hoping for further signs of 
progress at the London Games 
after a concerted campaign to 
identify and foster young 
medal prospects. 

"Sport was not, and could 
not have been, a priority in a 
developing country like ours," 
Indian former field hockey 
captain Viren Rasquinha told 
AFP. "Forget medals, taking 
part in the Olympics was itself 
a big deal." 

"But not any more. In¬ 
creased government and pri¬ 
vate funding has ensured our 
sportspersons get the best." 

Rasquinha, who competed 



in the Athens 2004 Olympics 
but did not win a medal, is 
chief executive officer of the 
privately-funded Olympic 
Gold Quest, set up in 2001 to 
improve India's dire Olympic 
record. 

"I believe the medals we 
won in Beijing were a major 
catalyst for change," he said. 
"Now others are thinking that 
if they could do it, so can we. 
This sense of self-belief has 
made me confident that the fu¬ 
ture is bright." 

India's performed well in the 
2010 Commonwealth Games 
in New Delhi, finishing an im¬ 
pressive second in medals table 
below Australia and above 
England. 

But the country faces a long 
uphill battle to make any mark 
on the Olympic table, with al¬ 
most all its sporting enthusi¬ 
asm still channelled towards 
the national obsession of 
cricket. 

Hockey, India's one histori¬ 
cally strong Olympic event, 
has declined drastically in re¬ 
cent years and the national 
team did not even qualify for 
Beijing 2008. 

The team has made it 
through to London, but they 
are seen as unlikely to follow 
in the footsteps of their cele¬ 
brated predecessors, who won 
eight team golds, one silver 
and two bronzes between 1928 
and 1980. 

Indian stars that the 
Olympic Gold Quest back in¬ 
clude shooter Gagan Narang, 
five-time women's world box¬ 
ing champion Mary Kom and 
badminton player Saina Ne- 
hwal — all of whom are seen as 
serious gold medal contenders. 

The initiative was co¬ 
founded by India's six-time 
world billiards champion Geet 
Sethi, who believes the country 
is coming to understand that its 
growing international promi¬ 
nence should be reflected on 
the sporting stage. 


Football: Olympian Solo 
only warned after 
positive dope test 


"I have found that emotional 
and patriotic sentiments are 
high in India when it comes to 
raising funds for an Olympic 
medal," Sethi told AFP. 

Bindra, who is set for his 
fourth Olympic appearance at 
the age of only 29, will carry 
the weight of national expecta¬ 
tion on his shoulders but India's 
only individual gold medallist 
is famous for his calm tem¬ 
perament. 

He says he has struggled 
against Indian administrators 
who have a poor attitude to 
competing in elite international 
sport, often taking a pes¬ 
simistic or parochial approach. 

In his recently-released au¬ 
tobiography, Bindra recounts 
how in 1996, when he was just 
13, officials refused to accept 
his perfect score of 400 at a 
local tournament because it 
had never been achieved be¬ 
fore in India. 

And he said that when he 
was being kitted ahead of the 
Beijing Olympics, he was 
given a size-11 left shoe and a 
size-8 right shoe. "It's not fine," 
he said, "just hilarious." 

Lakshmi Mittal, one of the 
richest men in the world, put 
aside an initial purse of $10 
million to promote sporting ex¬ 
cellence in India after watching 
the country fare badly at the 
Athens Olympics in 2004. 

He saw the investment come 
good in Bindra and now has 
high hopes for fellow shooter 
Ronjan Sodhi, a world record 
holder and 2010 Asian Games 
gold medallist in the Double 
Trap event. 



COLORADO SPRINGS, 
(AFP) - Hope Solo, the start¬ 
ing goalkeeper for the defend¬ 
ing champion United States 
women's Olympic football 
squad, has been given only a 
warning after a positive dop¬ 
ing test. 

The US Anti-Doping 
Agency (US AD A) announced 
the violation and punishment 
on Monday, 16 days before the 
Americans are set to open their 
Olympic campaign against 
France in Glasgow, Scotland. 

Solo, 30, tested positive for 
canrenone in a random urine 
sample taken last June 15. 

But canrenone is classified 
as a specified substance, al¬ 
lowing for sanctions against an 
athlete to be reduced if found 
in a sample. 

Solo was taking a pre¬ 
scribed medication in a thera¬ 
peutic dose under the care of a 
physician and the medication, 
when metabolized, resulted in 
the adverse analytical finding, 
according to US AD A. 

"I took a medication pre¬ 
scribed by my personal doctor 
for pre-menstrual purposes 
that I did not know contained 
a diuretic," Solo said in a state¬ 
ment. 


"Once informed of this fact, 
I immediately cooperated with 
US AD A and shared with them 
everything they needed to 
properly conclude that I made 
an honest mistake and that the 
medication did not enhance 
my performance in any way." 

A meaningful ban of any 
sort would have kept Solo out 
of the Olympic squad but ac¬ 
cepting a warning allows her 
to play. 

US AD A chief executive 
Travis T. Tygart indicated that 
he felt the lack of a ban was 
justified in Solo's case. 

"As in all cases, we thor¬ 
oughly investigate the circum¬ 
stances and always do what is 
fair and right for clean athletes 
and the integrity of sport," he 
said. 

US Soccer was quick with 
a statement of its own in sup¬ 
port of Solo. 

"After discussions with 
Hope, we fully support her 
clarification that the positive 
test for canrenone was due to 
the use of a prescribed medica¬ 
tion from a personal doctor for 
pre-menstrual purposes and 
not related to performance en¬ 
hancement in any way," US 
Soccer said in its statement.

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Cycling: Judge dismisses 
Armstrong lawsuit against 
USADA 


AUSTIN (AFP) - A federal 
judge has dismissed a lawsuit 
filed Monday by seven-time 
Tour de France winner Lance 
Armstrong against the US Anti- 
Doping Agency (USADA) but 
said that he can refile it within 
20 days. 

US District Judge Sam 
Sparks criticized Armstrong's 
lawyers for the 80-page filing 
in tossing it out, saying it 
smacked of a public relations 
move rather than a challenge to 
the body that imposes doping 
sanctions on US athletes. 

But Sparks also said he was 
not ruling on the merits of the 
lawsuit and said that the US cy¬ 
cling legend was welcome to 
once again present it. 

Armstrong hoped to prevent 
USADA from pressing on with 
doping charges against him. 
Armstrong has until Saturday 
to challenge US ADA's charges 
through a hearing with a three- 
member arbitration panel or ac¬ 
cept sanctions. 

Instead, Armstrong hoped to 
turn the entire system on its 
head, challenging USADA's 
jurisdiction in his case and the 
legitimacy of its rules. 

Armstrong's legal move, 
coming in the US cycling leg¬ 
end's hometown, claimed 
USADA rules are a violation of 
his US constitutional right to a 
fair trial. 

Armstrong, who has denied 
ever using performance-en-

hancing drugs, also claims that 
USADA chief executive Travis 
T. Tygart is pursuing a personal 
vendetta against him. 

Armstrong, who won the 
Tour de France from 1999 
through 2006 and has since re¬ 
tired from cycling, could be 
stripped of his Tour de France 
triumphs and banned from the 
sport for life if convicted. 

"It is a testament to 
USADA's brazenness and cal¬ 
lous disregard for its own mis¬ 
sion that it seeks to strip Mr. 
Armstrong of his life's work," 
Armstrong's attorneys said in 
the lawsuit. 

"The process (USADA) seek 
to force upon Lance Armstrong 
is not a fair process and truth is 
not its goal." 

Armstrong wanted Sparks to 
issue an injunction banning 
USADA from pushing its case 
to an arbitration hearing, the 


next step in procedures that 
could lead to the case being set¬ 
tled by the Court of Arbitration 
for Sport. 

Armstrong's lawyers called 
USADA's hearing procedure a 
"kangaroo court" and said that 
Armstrong would not be able to 
launch a proper defense against 
the charges under USADA 
rules and would face irre¬ 
versible harm if USADA pro¬ 
ceeds. 

Tygart, in a statement, said 
Armstrong's lawsuit is part of a 
bid to hide the truth about his 
misdeeds. 

USADA charged Armstrong 
last month with being part of a 
doping conspiracy during his 
years as Tour de France cham¬ 
pion, the move coming four 
months after a two-year US 
government probe into Arm¬ 
strong ended with no charges 
made. 



BESANCON (AFP) - Bradley Wiggins tightened his grip 
on the yellow jersey with a maiden Tour de France stage 
victory that heaped the pressure on defending champion 
Cadel Evans Monday. Britain's Olympic track champion 
Wiggins was widely expected to increase his overnight 
lead of lOsec on his Australian rival on the first of two 
long time trials to feature in the 99th edition of the race.

Erick Thohir, an Indonesian 
media magnate and part- 
owner of the NBA's Philadel¬ 
phia 76ers, is the new majority 
investor for Major League 
Soccer's D.C, United, the 
Washington Post reported on 
Monday. 

In a posting on the newspa¬ 
per's website, the Post reported 
the team will announce on 
Tuesday that Thohir, the first 
Asian part-owner of an NBA 
club, is United's new main in¬ 
vestor.

South Korea's Choi wins 
US Women's Open 



Mancini extends Man 
City stay 



KOHLER (AFP) - South 
Korea’s Na Yeon Choi won the 
US Women’s Open on Sunday, 
showing a champion's resolve 
in the face of adversity to 
claim her first major title. 

Choi, 24, fired a one-over 
73 at Blackwolf Run for a 
seven-under total of 281 and a 
four-shot victory over another 
South Korean, Amy Yang. 

Choi had gone into the final 
round with a six-shot lead 
thanks to a remarkable 65 in 
Saturday's wind-whipped third 
round. 

Yang carded a one-under 
71 for a three-under total of 
285, with no other players fin¬ 
ishing under par for the event. 

Choi's triumph came on the 
same course where Se Ri Pak 
won the 1998 US Women's 
Open, a victory Choi recalls 


watching on television as a 
girl. 

"And 14 years later Pm 
here right now, and I made it," 
Choi said. 

"My dreams come true. It's 
an amazing day today, and I 
really appreciate what Se Ri 
did and all the Korean players, 
they did. It's really no way I 
can be here without them." 

Pak was among the players 
who rushed out to spray Choi 
with champagne and hug her 
after the last putt dropped at 
18. 

"She (said), 'Hey, Na Yeon, 
I'm really proud of you. You 
did a really good job, and you 
(were) really calm out there,"' 
Choi said. "She talked to me a 
lot, and she was hugging me." 

Despite the big lead she 
took into the round, Choi had 


plenty of work to do on Sun¬ 
day, especially after a triple¬ 
bogey eight at the par-five 
10th hole. 

Her tee shot was left into 
deep rough and after she was 
unable to find her ball she re¬ 
turned to the 10th tee. 

Yang, meanwhile, parred 
the hole to cut the deficit to 
two shots. 

Choi bounced back with a 
birdie at 11, but was in trouble 
again at 12, where her ap¬ 
proach shot ended up in tall, 
dry grass short of the green. 

She chipped out and found 
the green, rolling in a 20- 
footer to save par. 

At 13 she had a narrow es¬ 
cape when her tee shot headed 
toward the water but along the 
rocks and stayed dry. 

She picked up birdies at 15 
and 16 to regain control. 

Choi, who came into the 
tournament ranked fifth in the 
world, claimed her sixth 
LPGA title and her first major. 
She is projected to rise to num¬ 
ber two in the world when the 
new rankings are published on 
Monday. 

Until Sunday, Choi had 
eight major top-10 finishes, in¬ 
cluding a tie for second at the 
US Women's Open in 2010. 

Choi became the fourth 
South Korean to win the event 
in the past five years, follow¬ 
ing Inbee Park in 2008, Eun- 
Hee Ji in 2009 and So Yeon 
Ryu last year. 


LONDON (AFP) - Manches¬ 
ter City manager Roberto 
Mancini has agreed terms on a 
new deal that will keep the 
Italian at Eastlands for another 
five years, the English Premier 
League champions said Mon¬ 
day. 

"The deal, which runs until 
the summer of 2017, follows 
the club's most successful sea¬ 
son in more than four decades, 
which concluded in the most 
dramatic of circumstances in 
the team's thrilling 3-2 win 
over Queens Park Rangers in 
May this year." said a club 
statement. 

That victory, on the final 
day of the season, saw City 
crowned champions of Eng¬ 
land for the first time in 44 
years as they pipped local ri¬ 
vals and defending title-hold¬ 
ers Manchester United to the 
Premier League trophy on goal 
difference. 

Former Inter Milan boss 
Mancini replaced Mark 


Hughes, now in charge of top¬ 
flight rivals Queens Park 
Rangers, when the Welshman 
was sacked in December 2009. 

In his first full season with 
City, Mancini ended the club's 
35-year wait for major silver¬ 
ware by guiding the team to 
the FA Cup and also secured 
Champions League football 
with a third-place finish in the 
Premier League. 

"I am delighted to be able to 
give all of my efforts to Man¬ 
chester City for a further five 
years," Mancini told City's of¬ 
ficial website on Monday. 

"The opportunity which ex¬ 
ists to build on our recent suc¬ 
cess is enormous. Manchester 
City is a fantastic football club, 
from the owner, chairman, 
board and the executive team, 
through to the players, staff 
and fans," the 47-year-old for¬ 
mer Italy forward added. 

"I am very much looking 
forward to the challenges and 
excitement ahead."
